Free speech, g uaranteed by 
the First Amendment to the

“New York’s complicated 
and intricate scheme plainly

Brennan said. 
Minority Opinion 
Speaking for the four dis­ 
senters, Clark said the ma­ 
jority “has by its broadside 
swept away one ot our most 
precious rig hts, the rig ht of 
self-preservation.

of rejection by the doctors because of changes 
in and threats to the voluntary system of 
medicine.

In any business, as well as in our own 


homes, carefully laid and best intentioned 
plans must constantly be updated on the basis 
of new facts and new goals . . . and these 
not necessarily of our own choosing. At the 
present time it is my conviction that, as a 
city, we are not doing this. 


What, then, can we do? 
1. Make every attempt to gather all the 


pertinent facts, not just the tacts necessary 
to reinforce a particular view. Present all 
the facts using the same basic point oi de- 
parture. If Lincoln is to plan intelligently for 
a sound future objectivity is essential. 


2. Limit members of a City-County Plan- 


ning Commission to two terms. I have a high 
regard for each member of this Commission. 
Their personal integrity and sincerity of pur- 
pose cannot be questioned. However, to re- 
flect constantly changing needs, attitudes and 
goals, would not two four-year terms be sui- 
ficient? Due consideration should be given to 
the selection not only of qualified personnel 
but of reflecting total community interests as 
well. 


3. Update the Comprehensive Plan. The 


City Council has already moved in this direc- 
tion. I suggest that a firm totally unrelated 
to Harland Bartholomew & Associates be em- 
ployed. I further suggest that effort be made 
to select a firm with experience in planning 
for a larger metropolitan area similar to the 
predicted Omaha-Lincoln development. 


4. Set up an Omaha-Lincoln planning 


commission. It seems to me that, increasing- 
ly, the economic a.id- cultural well-being of 
these two cities will be inseparably linked. 
We need to be at work now! 


What has happened to that major mod- 


ern air terminal to be located between the 
two cities? Could not major industrial tracts 
be suggested in such planning? Is not now 
the time to be working closely with such 
governmental sub-divisions as the State Game 
Commission for sound recreational planning 
near and in this metopolitan area? Could 
not significant cultural events profit by joint 
sponsorship?

Power of Ideas and Respect 


Occasionally life ob.serves a quiet, hum­ 
ble, yet firm leader of great wisdom and 
strength whose contribution is to bridge Ih» - 
Iween society’s ideas and the respect of bis 
own contempormries otherwise gulfing chasm s 
of potentially spreading divergence. 
Such a person recently honored on the 
occasion of his retirem ent from tlie N ebras­ 
ka Blue Cross and Blue Shield Boards w hich he 
helped to found roughly three decades ago 
is Dr. J . Jay Keegan, of Omaha. 
Dr. Keegan reacted to the 1930 period of 
economic depression in Nebraska in which 
m any persons were deferring medical care. 
those that were not deferring care were not 
paying their bills (not by choice but by 
dis- 
tress) thus causing 
m any hospitals to close. 
• 
• • 
Dr. Keegan’s reaction was to help the 
patient, the hospital, and the doctor by spread­ 
ing the concept of pre-paid health insurance 
through the cooperativ e Insurance and non­ 
profit serv ice concepts of Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield.

• • 
When nationally in the 1960s the public 
Started to get edgy aibout the rising cost of 


medical care, Dr. Keegan pioneered to the 
medical profession acceptance of the bold and 
novel concept that there be an audit of utiliza­ 
tion of the hospitals by the doctor’s own medi­ 
cal contem poraries to insure that patients 
neither overused nor underused medical care 
and hospitalization. This utilization review 
was written into statutes with federal medi­ 
care. 


.And Dr. Keegan’s counsel on the advent 
of m edicare was a moderating force among 
doctors in narrowing a potential gap between 
attacking a public problem of the economics 
of caring for the aged and natural impulses 
of rejection by the doctors because of changes 
in and threats to the voluntary system of 
medicine.

For this leadership as well as for eminence 
in neurological surgery , a former deanship of 
the Univ ersity of Nebraska College of Medi­ 
cine. a leader In the formation of the Omaha 
Health Department and construction of the 
Douglas County HospiUI, Dr. J . J ay Keegan, 
in being honored by his associates,* was also 
being honored by all Nebraskans.

What happened to cau se the 
loss in the financial state­ 
ment is not hard to find-4he 
race meet which annu ally has 
produ ced the su bsidy to pro­ 
v ide the State Fair, had it’s 
worst y ear of record with a 
$59,631 profit or 
a l m os t 
$75,000 less than a y e a r 
earlier. 
Hot w'eather, a strike, two 
black ou ts, qu ality of horses 
and a nu mber of other fac­ 
tors were listed by Brandt 
in accou nting for the race 
meet that fou nd the handle 
down some $400,000 and at­ 
tendance down 6,000 persons. 
The increase In gate ad­ 
mission price, nearly $8,000 
profit on the big car race 
meet, and one of the largest 
liv estock ev ents to ev er show 
at the fair in the Hereford 
Register of Merit Show were 
bright spots in the report. 
Brandt said he is enthu si­ 
astic 
abou t 
the 
reception 
fair-goers prov ide the annu al 
ev ent. Plans are u nder way , 
he said, to make a bigger 
and better fair with solu tions 
already dev ised to smooth 
ou t a few of the “complaints” 
cf last y ear’s ex hibition. 
Fair v isitors will find a new 
steel 80 by 144-foot bu ilding on 
the w e s t side of the f a i r- 
groiinds that will dou ble as 
hou sing for 56 race horses 
du ring the race meet and for 
164 head of cattle du ring the 
fair. 
Grou nd for the new stru c­ 
tu re has a l r e a d y been lev ­ 
eled north of the present FFA 
barn, storm sewer has been 
installed and the contract for 
constru ction signed, 
Brandt 
said. 
The bu dget for the fair that 
has been presented to t h e 
Legislatu re for the nex t bi­ 
enniu m will be for $200,000, or 
twice what the fair receiv ed 
the last time a bu dget was 
su bmitted, said Brandt. 
He s a i d the increase in 
bu dget is requ ired to meet a 
long 
s t a n d i n g need for 
Nebraska’s more than 4,000 
ex hibitors who are confronted 
with leaky bams, insu fficient 
room and ou tmoded condi­ 
tions.

Brandt has adopted a new 
policy for the “people

and a car sticker. 
With the nex t $50 increase 
in contract another pass will 
be giv en.

“There will be a limit on 
car stickers, bu t ex tra fair 
season stickers can be pu r­ 
chased for $3,” said Brandt. 
He intends to hav e a set of 
instru ctions ou t to all cou nty 
ex tension offices well before 
fair date ex plaining the ru le 
on passes for 4-H members. 
“One thing ex hibitors can 
be absolu tely su re of is, they 
will hav e no trou ble getting 
their ex hibits on the grou nds 
this nex t fair,” said Brandt.

Cunning ham, ranking mem­ 
ber o f the Ho use Po st Office 
Co mmittee, said s e v e r a l 
firms no w o ffer master truck 
and car key s fo r sales thro ug h 
the malls. 
Terming this “ an open in­ 
v itation to ju v eniles and per­ 
sons with criminal intent to 
steal motor v ehicles,” Cu n­ 
ningham said au to thefts al­ 
ready cost this n a t i o n $140 
million annu ally . 
The Nebraska congressman 
wrote the Ju stice Department 
abou t the problem after re­ 
ceiv ing a copy of a circu lar 
adv ertising au tomobile 
and 
tru ck key s for sale by a Flor­ 
ida firm. 
The adv ertiser claims the 
master key sets, which can 
be pu rchased throu gh t h e 
mails for as little as $4 a set, 
will open doors, ignitions and 
tru nks on major au tomobile 
company cars and t r u c k s 
manu factu red since 1940. 
“ Fo r $1 0 , a perso n using a 
fictitio us co mpany name and 
a d d r e s s co uid easily pur­ 
chase master key s fo r o v er 
1 5 different v ehicles thro ug h 
a mail o rder ho use u n d e r 
present laws,” the Nebras­ 
kan said. 
“This is an open inv itation 
to ju v enile delinqu ency a n d 
and increase in car thefts in 
the U n i t e d States, and it 
shou ld be cu rtailed.”

is the main attraction, but 
many easterners, says K e n , 
just enjoyed seeing the barn. 


"Is it a real barn?" t h e y 


query. 


He assures them it is, and 


on a warm, sultry day, it's 
even more obvious since "the 
barn smell even comes out."

But to many travelers, par- 
hcularly from cities of t h e 
East, they are novel. 
Milfo rd entrepreneur K en 
Dahle plans to capitalize o n 
the no v elties, and ado rn them 
with plenty o f western so u­ 
v enirs and a campg ro und, to 
attract trav elers to his West- 
ward Ho to urist sto p no rth o f 
here. 
For nearly 20 years he’s 
been turning out ceramic me­ 
mentos at his Klay Kraft Pot­ 
tery Works in Milford. 
But as the Interstate High­ 
way pushed westward, he 
could predict for himself that 
there was going to be less 
traffic past the Hwy. 
6 loca­ 
tion. 
Reno v ated Barn 
Last spring he renovated a 
huge bam on property he 
owned that bordered the Mil- 
ford interchange and made it 
a souvenir and gift shop, The 
Red Barn. 
The fragile stock, of course, 
is the main attraction, but 
many easterners, says Ke n, 
just enjoyed seeing the barn. 
“Is it a real barn?’’ t he y 
query. 
He assure! them it is, and 
o n a warm, sultry day , it’s 
ev en mo re o bv io us since “ the 
barn smell ev en co mes o ut.” 
Recently, the veteran potter 
added a church to what he 
hopes to make a small frontier 
village representative of the 
Nebraska pioneer heritage. 
The former Staplehurst Our 
Saviour’s Lutheran Church, 
c o m p l e t e with intricately- 
carved altar woodwork and an 
original painting dated 1899, 
will be the landmark of t h e 
development. 
Church Av ailable 
“We don’t plan to ha ve 
services in it,’’ said Dahle. 
“but j u s t keep it in g o o d 
shape for people to look at. It 
will be available, though, for 
any groups that want to use 
it for religious-related activ­ 
ities.” 
The Uttle Red Scho o l, a 
co uple miles no rth o n Hwy . 
1 5 , has also been a ro adside 
o utlet fo r the Milfo rd plant’s 
ceramic art. 
“ It’s 80 years old,” said 
Dahle, “and I don’t know if it 
can be moved, but if we can 
do it, we’ll bring it down here, 
too.’’ 
All this, and whatever else 
the history-minded Iowa na­ 
tive might come up with, will 
provide atmosphere f o r a 
camping area that will be 
available to travelers 
n e xt 
season. A small gas station 
office at the Red School site 
will t a k e its p 1 a c e as the 
campground office. 
Dahle, his wife, Marie, who 
helps with the business when 
she’s not homemaking, a n d 
their two c hi l d r e n have 
moved to “that big, comfort­ 
able farmhouse” which shares 
the rural setting. 
Po ttery Bo o m 
A mechanical engineering 
graduate of Iowa State Uni­ 
versity, who “just wanted a 
business of my own,” Dahle 
expects the pottery business 
to boom with the coming 
tourist season. 
“We have the franchise for 
manufacturing a n d whole- 
saleing items carrying t he 
Nebraska Centennial s e a 1,” 
he explained. 
“ They to ld pretty well last 
y ear, but no thing like t h e y 
will this y ear. We’re wo rried 
abo ut being able to make 
eno ug h.” P l at e s , tile ho t­ 
plates, ashtray s, jug s and

mugs will all carry the anni­ 
versary message. 
Four women work in t h e 
Milford plant, w hi c h may 
move to the barn when the 
production pressure eases. 
“People like to buy things 
that are made on the spot,” 
noted the businessman.

factory to the hayloft of the 
barn so they can .see them 
made.’’ 
In the future for the 31-acre 
tract are a possible motel and 
small commercial develop­ 
ment to complement the serv­ 
ice station and cafe that have 
been built on ground leased 
from Dahle.
